Cleveland, Ohio.— Thnt at loast ono 
child shull bo born every year to one 
of the members of tho scores of moth 
era' clubs afllliated with the Ohio State 
Congress of Mothers may becomo the 
unwritten law of the organization. 

A suggestion to this effect is to bo 
mailo by Mrs. .1. A. Smith, prosident 
of Die Congress of Mothers, at the next 
Executive Board meeting of the organ- 
ization. Director of Public Welfare 
II. rt. Cooley also will be urged to ea 
tablish a bureau for prenatnl rare at 
the City Hospital. 

" I believe the club nllilinted with the 
Ohio State Congress of Mothers should 
iimkit a rule that at least one baby 
shall he horn each yenr to ono of the 
mothers," Mrs. Smith said. "Each 
club might offer prizes for a 'better 
baby' contest.
